| SPEECH, 
Gentlemen of the Council, and 


Gentlemen of the General .dssemblz, 


Having been called by the suffrages of a fiee people, and permitted by divine 
providence, to assemble agreeable to the provisions of the constitution, to attend 
to the civil concerns of the state, it behoves us at all times, but more espe- 
cially when acting under so important a trust, to look up to Him who has the 
hearts of all men in his hand, and is the disposer of events, for direction and 
support in attending to all the duties that devolve on us as guardians of the 
rights and privileges of the people. 

ft is with peculiar pleasure that I congratulate you on the present prosperity 
af gur state and nati». Peace, heakh, and plenty, are among the peculiar 
blessings with which we are favored; while an :pparent increase of morality, 
benevolence anu 9icty, presage sail hap icr times. 


{ie recent @anrers we Lave passed, wul be a sufficient monitor, to keep alive 

in your bress! — a sense of tLe necessity of union, and that watchful care and 
erseveranc. winch sce crdispessable to the preservation of the rights:and 
privileges of a free people. I: would be folly in us to imagine that the only 
dangers to which aaeritaic is es posec, exist in times of the most ardent strug- 
gles, when assailed by powerful foreign foes. This we have experienced and 
surmounted ; but political experience demonstrates that the more fatal foe 
lurksin the heart of man—that secret ambition to aggrandize himself, and pro- 
mote his own private ends, chills his generous ardour for the concerns of his 
country ; and his desire for the prosperity of his fellow citizens, is too apt to lie 
dormant, or smothered in his bosom ; but I am unwilling to believe that the vita 
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Spark of patriotism and republican virtue is extinguished in the hearts of Ameri- 
cans. I appeal to you, gentlemen, who are well versed in ancient and modern 
history, whether the fall of republics have not oftener happened, in consequence 
ofa slow decline of republican virtues and simplicity, and from internal divisions, 
than from any combination of kings and monarchs, to overthrow them. In 
times of the -greatest apparent security, the seeds of dissolution are often 
sown, and imperceptibly grow until the roots -become too strong to be 
eradicated. . 


These remarks, gentlemen, are not made with a view to any existing po- 
litical party, or particular individuals, or to discourage any laudable entet- 
prize, but to check that aspiring ambition, to which the kuman heart is. ex- 
posed, and to prevent, in times of apparent safety, our lapsing into a state of 
inattention to our political concerns, through a natural propensity to ease, 
which sometimes proves dangerous. A people negligent of their rights will 
not long retain their liberties. : 


It behoves you, gentlemen, not only to watch over the exigencies arising 
within this state, but carefully to guard against any encroachments on the 
sovereignties of the individual states, or infringements on the privileges re- 
served to them, or to the people. i ` 


A prudent legislature will critically examine every new subject that may 
be presented for their consideration, compare it with the first principles of 
our government, and trace it toits most probable effect in its fullest operation, 
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in order to decide on its merits. : 

In acting on all private ‘bills, and petitions, a due regard to justice, ought 
never to be dispensed wich ; and favors ought only to be granted when they 
do not interfere with the public good, or the interest and happiness of other 
individuals. In passing laws thàt are to have a partial operation, it will be 
well to keep in view that excellent maxim .contained in our bill of rights ; that 
+€ rovernment is, oroughtto be, instituted for the common benefit, protection 
and security of the people, nation, or community ; and not for the particular 
emolument, or advantage of any single.man, family, or set of men, who are a 
part only of that community.” . 


It would be trespassing om your time, if not on your patience, to attempt 
to call your attention to the several matters that will naturally fall under 
your consideration. The attention of former legislatures has been pues 1 
occupied, on the subject of*education. A subject so interesting to the risin 
` generation, and so necessary to the happiness, safety, and honor of the state, 
cannot easily escape the notice of this, or any future legislature. The sub- 
jects of manufacturing ; and the regulation ofthe militia; are matters usually 
"submitted to standing conrmittees, therefore particular remarks on those sub- 
jects wil] be unnecessary. , à 

Mary useful improvements have been made in the state, while no considerable 
attempts have been made to improve our state of agriculture; although we 
ought to rel: as nigch gs po3sible on home manufactures for a supply of manu- 
factuved «articles, get ét must be acknowledged that the main source of our 
wealth and the subsistence of every class of citizens, must depend on the cul- 
tivation of the soil. When our farms were new and unimpaired by tillage, 
it was profiavle to extend our labours, ui cast our seed over a large portion 
of «17 soil, but a. our lands become icss ~ivductive by the frequency of crops, 
it is necessar: that new modes of husi- .drv should be resorted to, in order to 
keep them is ^ fertile state; and that the different qualities of the soil be 
improved to tlic beet advantage for tillage, or grazing—which in all probability, 
will require more labor and expense in culúvating an equal quantity of land, 
and of ccurse prevent the too frequent emigration of the laboring class of our 
‘citizens. I do not expect that the state of our finances are such, as to admit 
of expenditures on the subject ; yet it is possible that something may be 
done that would prove useful, by authorising patriotic and enterprising indi- 
viduals to form into societies; with corporate privileges, for the beneficial 
purposes of advancing the agricultural interest, encouraging manufactures, and 
improving our breed of domestic animals, within the severa] counties where 
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it is deemed necessary. Yam apprised, that an agricultural society was in . 
corporated in the year 1806, but this society being extended over the whole 
stave, the members living so remote from each other ; and the field for ex- 
amination so extensive that it proved ineffectual, and now exists only in name. 
I am however, of opmion, that spcieties formed within proper limits, may, by 
experiments, proper researches,‘ and correspondence with each other, prove 
highly beneficial ; for, notwithstanding the spirit of industry, and laudablé 
enterprise that appears among our citizens, yet much remains to be done for 
the benefit of individuals, and the state, by a wise direction of their labors and 
expenditures, to the most profitable objects, andin the most useful and economical 
manner ; but a treatise on the subject would, on the present occasion, be 
improper ; a hint only is my design. 


In selecting the officers to be appointed by the general assembly, your own 
prudence will lead you to seek for men of integrity, and uprightness of con- 
duct, as well as of competent capacity, to discharge the various'duties at- 
tached to the several offices for which they are to be elected. |t will be 
necessary at this session to «lect a senator, from this state, to the senate of 
the United States, to serve for thé term of six years, from and after the third 
day of March next; and also to fill the vacancy in that hody occasioned by 
the resignation of the honorable James Fisk. 


Sundry communications have been made to me since the last session of 
the general assembly, for your consideration ; all which will be seasonably 
submitted. Your own interest, and that of your constituents, will engage 
your speedy and faithful attention to the business of rhe session, and bring 
the same to a close as early as the nature and a of the matters you may 


bud 


have under consideration will admit. My best endeavors to second every 
measure you may adopt, to promote the public weal, will not be wanting— 
and is it my anxious desire, that a spirit of harmony and candor may prevail 
with us, and that the result of our doings may terminate in the best interest 


of the state, and meet the approbation of our constituents.

eight dollars and sixty-five cents. It further appears by the treasurer's books, 
that the state notes issued by the treasurer by virtue of an act of the gen eral 
assembly in 1816, have all been redeemed, and that the treasurer issued notes 
to the amount of six thousand dollars by virtue ofan act, passed October, 1817, 
that there has been redeemed of said notes four thousand and four hundred 
dollars, leaving a balance outstanding of sixteen hundred dollars.

In obedience to a resolution of the general assembly, passed Nov. 5, 1817, 
requesting the judges of the supreme court, to communicate to the then next 
general assembly, their opinion, as to the necessity of extending the time for 
holding che jury terms of the supreme court, and.as to the time which ought 
to be assigned for holding said terms, the undersigned have the honor to com- 
municate the following information. 


That during the year commencing in October 1817, and ending in October 
1818, sessions of the supreme court for the trials of issues of fact have been 
holden as follows :— 


In Franklin county, for the term of 6 weeks. 


Chittenden county, 1 do. 
Washington ceunty, 1 do. 
Addison county, 2 do. 
Rutland county, 2 do. 
Bennington county, 2 do. 
Windham county, 1 do. 
Windsor county, 4 do. 
Orange county, 1 do. 
Caledonia county, 1 do. 
Essex county, 1 do. 
«Orleans county, 1 do. 


That, over and above the stated jury terms of said court, each judge has ex- 
pended six weeks in the trial of jury causes, that the occupation of so great a 
period of time in some ofthe counties was occasioned by extraordinary causes. 
In Franklin county the business upon the docket of the court had been accumu- 
lating ever since the year 1812 ; and at the close of the stated jury term, in June, 
1817 upwards of one hundred and twenty jury causes still remained on the 
docket undisposed of; the presiding judge therefore directed the court to be 
adjourned to the first Monday of December, A.D 1817, from which time, a 
session of three weeks continuance was holden, for the trial of old causes on 
the docket. The causes reviewed from this term, and in which new trials 
were granted, again came on for trial in the same year, at the stated jury term 
-in June 1818, and another session of three weeks continuance became neces- 


sary in order to dispose of the old causes, and transact the business of the cur- 
rent year. oe 


In Windsor county similar causes, together with the trial of Samuel E. God- 
frey for the crime of murder, occasioned an adjournment from the stated session 
in September to the second ‘Tuesday of November, A. D. 1817, when an extra 
session of three weeks i cud d holden in that county. 


By the existing statutes the courts are empowered, at their law term, to pre- 
scribe such alterations in the time for holding the stated jury terms, as may be 
found necessary, and the chief judge may direct a special session when neces- 
sary. By an application of these powers, by the holding adjourned terms the 
court have found no difficulty in obtaining sufficient time for the trials of all 
issues of faci by jury trials. 


The undersigned believe, that in most counties, the time prescribed for hold- 
. ing the jury terms will, hereafter, be sufficient ; yet in every year there will be 
some counties in which this term of time will not be sufficient. However, the 
deficiency will not always happen in the same counties, but in one year in one 
county, and in the next in another county ; and the undersigned believe this 
evil may be best remedied by the court under the existing laws. 


'The opinion of the undersigned therefore is, that itis not necessary to extend 
the time for holding the Jury term of the supreme court, and that no legislative 


é 
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provision is necessary as to the time which ought to be assigned for holding 
aaid terms.

Jersey, 
North-Carolina, New-York, Connecticut, Massachusetts, and New-Hampshire, 
proposing am amendment to the constitution of the United States, REPORT the 
following resolutions. : 


Resolved by the general assembly of the state of Vermont, That for the purpose 
of choosing representatives in the congress of the United States, each state shall 
by its legislature, be divided into a number of districts, equal to the number of 
representatives to which such state may be entitled. The districts shall be formed 
of contiguous territory, and contain as nearly as may be, an equal number of in- 
habitants entitled by the constitution to be represented. In each district the 
qualified voters shall elect one representative and no more. "That for the pur- 
pose of appointing electors for the president and vice-president of the United 
States in each district entitled to elect a representative in the congress of the 
United States, the persons qualified to vote for representatives shall appoint one 
elector and no more. The additional two electors to which each state js entitled, 
shall be appointed in such manner as the legislature thereof may direct. The 
electors when cenvened, shall have power, in case anv of them appointed as 
above prescribed shall fail to attend for the purposes of their said appointments, 
on the day prescribed for giving their votes for president and vice-president of 
the United States, to appoint another, or others to act in thé place of him or 
them so failing to attend. 


Neither the districts for choosing representatives, nor those for appointing 
electors, shall be altered in any state until a census, and apportionment of rep- 
resentatives under it, subsequent to the division of the states into districts, shall 
be made. The division of states into districts hereby provided for, shall take 

.. place immediately after this amendment shall be. adopted and ratified as a part 
. Gf the constitution of the United States; and successively immediately after- 
"wards whenever a census aud apportionment of representatives under it shall be 
made. ‘The division of each state into districts for the purposes both of choosing 
representatives, and of appointing electors, shall be altered agreeable to the pro- 
visions of this amendment, and on no other occasion. 


Resolved, That our senators in the congress of the United States be instructed, 
and our representatives requested, to endeavor to obtain the said amendment to 
the constitution of the United States. 


Resolved, That his excellency the governor of this state be requested to for- 
ward a copy of the preceeding resolutions to each of our senators and represent- 
atives in the congress of the United States : and also to the governors of the 
several states, with a request that the same may be laid before their respective 

- legislatures, for their consideration and adoption.

take into consideration the claim of Jonathan Fassett, report as follows :— 


It appears that in the year 1792, the general assembly passed an act freeing 
the body of the said Jonathan Fassett from arrest on all civil process for debts 
for the term of one year, for the purpese of enabling him to come into this state 
(he being then without this state) to settle his accounts with the state, as com- 
missary of purchases. 


It also appears, that in the year 1793, the said Fassett preferred a petition to 
the general assembly, stating that he had not been able to complete a settlement 
of his accounts with the state, on account of there having been no person pro- 
perly authorized by the state to settle with him ; and therefore praying that a 
further suspension for one .year, of civil process against his bedy, might be 
granted, and that a committee might be appointed with full power to settle and 
adjust his accounts. ` 


The committee to whom ‘this petition was referred, reported to the house, 
that the facts stated therein were true, and that the prayer thereof ought to bê 
granted ; But the house rejected the report, and dismissed the petition. 


It further appears, that in the year 1798, the said Jonathan Fassett again pre- 
ferred a petition to the general assembly, stating, that the state had sued.him, 
and recovered a judgment against him for a certain sum, and that he had large 
claims against the state of which he could not obtain a settlement, and praying 
that some relief might be provided for him. An act was passed at the same 
session, appointing Cephas Smith, jun. Esquire, a commissioner, with full power 
to settle and adjust the accounts of the said Jonathan Fassett, and to certify the 
balance, if any, which might be found due him, and allowing such balance to ba 
endorsed or offset on the judgment which the state had against him.. That act 
also provided, that ifthe said Jonathan Fassett would give to the treasurer of 
the state, a full discharge of the said Jonathan’s claim against the state, the 

judgment against him should be discharged ; thus leaving it at his option to 
elose the business, by relinquishing the demands on both sides, or by presenting 
"his accounts for adjustment to the said commissioner. 


It does not appear whether the said Jonathan ever availed himself in any way 
of the provisions of that act, but the committee consider, that as the general as- 
sembly, in pursuance of the petition of the said Jonathan, appointed and author- 
ized a commissioner to settle with him, if he preferred that to balancing the 
accounts ; and as itis not shown that he was prevented from making a settle- 
ment by any fault on the part ofthe state, or the said commissioner, neither jus- 
tice nor propriety can require, that any further steps in regard to the claim of ` 
the said Jonathan should be taken. 


-The committee, therefore, report, that the prayer of the petition ought not 
to be granted.
